Doom, Holland, April l l —The for­ 
m er empress of Germany, Augusta 
Victoria, died here today at 6 A. M. 
Warned by the long: illness of the 
kaiserin, most of the m embers of her 
family 
were at 
Doom when death 
occurred. 
The em press was a victim of heart 
trouble. 
The illness was aggravated 
by the world war and the k a ise rs 
hight into Hollnad in the fall of ISIS. 
The funeral will take plate at P ots­ 
dam where the em press reigned for 
thirty years. 
T he body will he taken 
there 
Wednesday 
after 
preliminary 
services here tomorrow. 
Only m em ­ 
bers of the family will attend the 
ceremony in the chapel here. 
It has not been 
decided 
as 
yet 
whether the kaiser can accompany 
the remains to Potsdam . 
It would 
be the first visit since 1918, 
Others 
of the family will make the journey. 
Born In exile, Victoria of Schles­ 
wig-Holstein, died an expatriate ut 
the age of sixty-three years. She was 
horn October 22, 1885. before the Ger­ 
man empire had become solidified and 
while here own country was still at 
war. 
Its union with Germany became 
c omplete when in Feb. 27, 1881, she 
m arried Wilhelm. 
Prince Wilhelm, II, succeeded to the 
throne March 8. 1888. 
During the time the emperor was 
building up the empire, preparing for 
a great campaign to extend his te r­ 
ritory, she devoted 
herself 
to 
her 
home. 
She never aspired to shine in 
court. 
Her husband said of her “the 
poor dear, she is such a frump.” 
She 
delighted 
in supervising 
the 
household affairs of their magnificent 
home. 
Another delight was her seven c hil­ 
dren. They were Grown Prince F r e d ­ 
erick Wilhelm. Kit el F red erick , Adel- 
bert, August Wilhelm, Oscar, Joachim 
and Victoria Louise. 
The constant w arfare between the 
crown prince and the emperor caused 
her much worry and she spent much 
time in attem pting to reconcile them. 
During the war she was thrown in­ 
to the background by her husband. 
She was said to have grieved over the 
suffering caused by the war. and did 
a great deal to com fort and relieve 
the suffering 
She contributed much 
to the German lied Cross, and did 
some hospital work. 
Even in the la t­ 
ter service her personality was again t 
her and her well intended visits at 
the hospitals were" not a great su c­ 


cess.
